tomorrow's careers." 


This year's Canada Career Week theme, 
"Start-to-Finish", reinforces the education-employment 
continuum, with particular emphasis on "at risk" 
students who may be considering dropping out of school. 
Students are encouraged to first focus on completing 
their current education year, then to look beyond to 
related studies or training that can enhance their 


skill or career goals. 


Last year, Canada Career Week activities 
attracted more than 2,000 employers and thousands of 
other participants, most of them high school students. 
In 1991, Canada Employment Centres across the country 
will again join with schools, community organizations, 
local businesses and students themselves to create 
career fairs, "job-shadowing" days, poster contests, 
career days, exhibits, videos, conferences, seminars 
and other events. As well, this year a magazine, 
"Getting Started", has been published in conjunction 


with Canada Career Week.
